Th^ "price-cutting mov« Bient -which, 


started m Philadelphia U apparently 
gaining momentum a& It reaches out 
over various sections ot the countr} 
Just £t fihis time it seeras to be the 
heariest and most general m the mid- 
dle -west There it is largely confined 
to clothing, the reduc ions having 
ranged from 20 to 30 antl 50 per cent, 
with some dealers proc arming their 
•willingness to dispose ot their stock 
at absolute cost rather than assume 
the risk of carrying it onger tn the 
face of the decline in tie volume of 
buying tba.t has set m add the 6tea-dv 
trend toward lower prices 


The situation is evid'atlj the re- 


sult of the change in the attitude of 
the bSiying public, aot the result of 
any or aJJl °£ tn& so-called efforts by 
the- government or otber~ agencies to 
reduce the high cost of Living Of one 
accord buyers have comj to an appre- 
ciation of the fact that they have oeen 
buyinu top freely and hive been alto 
gether too indifferent to the prices 
they have been paying Retail merch- 
ants 'ftadrag- the publK has'reached 
the point where it will stand no fur- 
ther continuation of high prices aie 
beginning to realize tb.it the reaction 
has in fact set in Thi tightening of 
the money market 13 mating it more 
difficult for some dealers to finance 
the carrying of iarge stocks hence 
the tendency to stimulate sales- 
through reductions in prices 


Thus far the price tutting has not 


reached foodstuffs. It has been large- 
ly confined to men.* and womens 
clotthmg shoes hats and other ar- 
ticles The public kno vledge that the 
shortage 6f farm labor is compelling 
a reduction in acreage planted cre- 
ates a condition that djes not at pres- 
ent insure very mater al reduction ji 
food prices People cm make cloth 
inff shoes and othei articles of wear- 
ins apparel serve a trifle longer than 
they have been accustomed to do be- 
fore buying new outfits but they can 
not apply the same rule to food In 
the case of clothing curtailment of 
buying -which is now being pract ces, 
is an effective means of bringing about 
price reduction 
In the case of food. 


the same end can be attained hy no 
other "method thaa increasing the pro- 
duction In either event the solufon 
of the price problem rests with the 
people just as unantn it> of sentiment 
ana action can bring aboiu an adjust- 
ment of public abuses of any kind 


In short, industry and thrift still re 


mam the agencies of most potency iir 
affecting a permanent reduction of 
high1 living costs
